University, who Is Swayvon a 
twu-ycar leavd of Absence in London 
unH Pails, has just completed the photo- 
statdng'of diplomatic correspondence 
(dispatches from European States' 
Ambassadors here:' In Washington 
baog to their bonve governments), 
.covering tha period 1T83-1875. In so 
far as It pertains to American His- 
tory of the old world,, and is now 
beginning operatiohs in Madrid. 

Such dispatches are an«1nvaluable 
source of material for students, con- 
talnlng us they do trained observers' 
comments on and reactions to evegts 
here in Washington. They were dif- 
ficult to use In the past' because the 
originals had to he con|sulted In the 
archive buildings in the several coun- 
tries, which made It <’ostly for Amer- 
icans- and very little work could he 
accomplished. 

In the past, to make the material 
more qaslly accessible, transcripts 
(exact 'written copies) of some 
thousands of -dispatches have been 
rondA. but the%*ork was slow, laber- 
ops, costly and there was danger of 
e^ors creeping In. ‘This process 
helped some but most of the re- 
search still had to be uccomplsihed 
abroad. 

Uhrary <iivtMi 9200,000 

The I^lhrary of Congress was eg.- 
cently given $200,000 by a wealthy 
resident of Buffalo. Interested In di- 
plomatic history, and Prof. Bpmls Is 
.aow photys^ting complete sells' of 
dispatches from all countries lit ord- 
er to /make it possible^ for itesearch 
studt^hts to get the material here In 
Washington in absolutely accurate 
form. ^w'Uhout having to go to 
Eprope. 

A photostat Is a photograph made 
directly on paper without the use 
of a plate or negative. The writing 
shows up white on a black back- 
ground thus making it easy to read 
with absolutely no chance for error. 
Bemis is making his copies the same 
size as the originals. 

This is a momentous undertaking 
that will greatly increase our knowl- 
edge of diplomatic history and will 
make the Library of Congress one 
of the foremost places of research in 
the world, even though R Is only a 
young Institution.

Prof. John Thomas Erwin, of the 
University Msthematlcs Department, 
is to address the Joint meeting of 
the Mathematics Club and the Phy- 
sics CoHoquim. tomorrow evening, 
on the subject, "Hyperbolic Func- 
tions." 

While this branch of trigonometry 
is unfamiliar to many, it is consid- 
ered one of the most interesting 
fields of study due to the numerous 
analogies of the hyperbolic sine and 
cosine to the well-known circular 
functions. Prof. Erwin Is probably 
the leading authority In the Univer- 
sity on this subject and its applica- 
tions. and a large attendance is. ex- 
pected to come to hear him. The 
meeting -will be held in Lisner Hall, 
Room 14. and will begin at 8 o’clock.

For a meeting of the Mathematics 
Club in the near future, a special 
feature is promised.
